Wedding Band Symbol of Eternity 


Imagine wearing a ring of 


plaited grass to signify your 
marriage! That is what the 
first betrothal and wedding 
rings were made from, ac- 
cording to the editors of a 
bride's book. 


Even the romantic tradition 


of giving a ring stems from 
what seems to be a barbaric 
custom, the editors say. When 
'marriage by capture' was the 
custom, a bride was captured 
by the groom with the help of 
his 
fellow 
tribesmen 
and 


carried off to her new home. 
The wrists and ankles of the 
maid were bound with sweet 
grass to subdue her spirit. 
Later, only the wrists were 
bound, and finally a ring was 
used. From this evolved the 
use of a ring as a token of the 
marriage ceremony. 


Betrothal Rings 


In Egypt the ring became a 


tymbol of eternity as well as 
a token of mamage, and the 
earliest rings were made of 
ivory, flint, bronze or copper. 
Roman 
suitors 
gave 
their 


chosen mates iron betrothal 
rings. But when the Roman 
legions progressed into Eur- 
ope they often found no metal 
available, thus, a temporary 
ring was made from a small 
band 
of 
rawhide 
knotted 


around the finger. 


By the second century A.D., 


gold was commonly used for 
rings 
and 
in 
the 
fourth 


century 
A.D.. rings 
were 


jeweled with the 'adamas,' a 
Latin name for the diamond. 
These early diamonds were 
rough, eight-sided stones usu- 
ally set with the point up- 
ward 


Three Rings Used 


The engagement ring, now a 


declaration of betrothal, was 
once used for a contractual 
pledge. At one time three 


rings were involved in the 
betrothal ceremony: one for 
each of the lovers and one for 
the 
marriage-maker 
as a 


pledge of payment. 


The medieval knight pre- 


sented the betrotnal ring on 
the tip of a sword, to indicate 
that he would protect his lady 
with arms and honor Italian 
suitors brought a ring and a 
red ribbon, when the girl was 
not wearing her ring she could 
wear the ribbon in her hair. 


Although Romans had set 


their 
rings with rough-cut 


diamonds, it was not until the 
fifteenth 
century 
that 
the 


diamond was recognized as 
the bridai gem. Another two 
hundred years passed before a 
Venetian artisan devised the 
popular brilliant cut. 


Diamond Symbols 


The diamond as the jewel of 


the bride has assumed many 
symbolic meanings. 
Because 


it is an indestructible 
stone, 


the marriage of the couple is 
also supposed to be indestruc- 
tible. Furthermore, the stone 
has been associated with the 
goddess Venus since pagan 
times, she is the most bril- 
liant 
planet and also 
the 


goddess of Love. This brilliant 
sione which suggests a blazing 
star has also been called the 
Venus stone. 


The diamond has been as- 


signed 
other 
characteristics 


associated with love. . .it has 
been called the sun stone 
because it keeps love warm 
and because of its clarity and 
transparency it is supposed to 
hold no secrets between the 
betrothed couple. 


Weak Ring Finger 


Even tne ring finger has 


several stones behind it. One 
legend declares that the ring 
finger is the weakest finger, 
therefore the ring was worn 
on that finger to symbolize 


woman's dependence on man. 
Another legend, more roman- 
tic, declares that the ancients 
believed that the love vein 
flowed 
directly 
from 
this 


finger to the heart, and conse- 
quently the particular finger 
was chosen. 


Pope Innocent III is said to 


have ordained the celebration 
of marriage in the church, 
including the use of the wed- 
ding ring which the groom 
must produce. And if he were 
unable to do so, a community 
ring was borrowed for the 
ceremony. 


Ring fashions in the United 


States have followed rather 
closely the characteristics of 
clothing fashions. Early Puri- 
tan rings were simple gold 
bands, 
often 
inscribed with 


homey messages: "As God 
decreed—So we agreed." Ar- 
butus, a shy hillside 
flower 


supposedly carried by the first 
Puritain bride, became a pop- 
ular decoration for engraving 
wedding bands. 


More Decorative 


As Puritan asceticism di- 


minished and colonial wealth 
increased, 
new materialism 


was displayed in homes and 
garments, 
and 
rings 
also 


became 
more 
elaborate. 


Throughout the eighteenth and 
nineteenth 
centuries 
rings 


were markedly ornate; fre- 
quently a cluster of diamonds 
was set in a carved and 
enameled setting, for the ring 
has to compete with frills and 
furbelows for attention. 


The popular solitaire didn't 


return to fashion until early in 
the twentieth century, when 
clothing fashions were simpli- 
fied and jewelry was similarly 
simplified. 
Throughout 
the 


twentieth century the solitaire 
has risen and fallen in popu- 
larity.

For those who are too busy to read very far into this 


column, we'll dispense with the preliminaries and come 
right out with our 1965 major league pennant picks: 


Philadelphia's Phils and Chicago's White 
Sox. I realize its a flirtation with disaster 
to pick against the New York Yankees in 
the American League and to go with a Na- 
tional League team that "took the gas in 
1964. Its a combination of hunch and tra- 
dition that has produced our two choices. 
Flag winners just dont repeat in the Na- 
tional League — at least none has since

the 1957-8 Braves. I've a notion the Phils 


will bounce back determinedly from blowing a fat 1964 
lead just as the Dodgers did in '63 after squandering a 
4-game edge in the final week of the '62 campaign. In 
the AL, the Yanks won't make history by winning their 
lixth straight pennant since Al Lopez, who has been 
waiting in the wings since '59, is ready to occupy 
center stage again. The Chisox, who played the first 
five weeks of the '64 campaign without Pete Ward, the 
first couple months without Bill Skowron and all season 
without John Romano, figure to have this dangerous trio 
all the way this time for a big pennant push. Neither 
league may be able to duplicate the narrowness of last 
year's 1-game margins (by which the Yanks and the 
Cards won) but hotly-contested chases seem almost in- 
evitable. 


The NL contenders, besides the Phils, are the Cards, 


the Reds, the Giants, the Dodgers and the Braves. The 
8-team AL fight wil1 again involve the White Sox, the 
Yanks and the Orioles. With the NL's top 
eix quite evenly matched, on paper, it 
might take some unexpected factor — a 
major injury sustained by the front-run- 
ning team, a favorable trade, a momen- 
tous comeback by a veteran or a great 
showing by a rookie — to decide the win- 
ner. Last year, the Phils had everything 
it took to win, except poise in the stretch 
run. This year, the Gene Mauch-managed 
crew not only has such solid citizens as Johnny Callison, 
Jim Bunning, Chris Short and Richie Allen back — but 
has picked up slugging Dick Stuart. Pitching acquisi- 
tions Ray Herbert and Bo Belinsky figure to offset the 
loss of Dennis Bennett, and then some. 


If St. Louis can somehow retain that September and 


October momentum of last year under new manager 
Red Schoendienst, it will be a t\vice-in-a-row champion 
instead of the runnerup — as I am tabbing the Cards 
right now. The Cards will have the benefit of the hitting 
and base-running of Lou Brock for the entire season 
this time, and the addition of Bob Purkey could make the 
mound staff stronger. However, its a question of wheth- 
er Ken Bo\er can duplicate his great '64 season and 
whether all the pieces \\ill fall in place for the Cards as 
they did last \ear. Cincinnati, my pick for third place, 
should be in the thick of it all the way. The Reds have a 
few question marks — but then, so does every other 
team — but they have solid pitching and a proven pace- 
maker in Frank Robison.

Milwaukee's (Atlanta's) Braves are being pegged here

I feel that the unsettled condi- 
tions will put added pressure on the players and make 
pennant-winning aspirations more difficult. For many in 
Wisconsin, the support — or lack of it — that the team 
gets in its final Milwaukee season will be of greater inter- 
est than their place in the standings 


I'd rate Los Angeles and San Francisco even in the 


battle for the fifth, and final, berth in the first division. 
The Dodgers would have to be picked higher if there 
were a certainty Sandy Koufax could pitch enough to 
win 20 despite his latest arm disability. The Giants have 
Willie Mays but also have many doubts about the physi- 
cal condition of Orlando Cepeda and several of their 
pitchers. Rounding out the final four places, in order, 
will be the Cubs, the Pirates, the Astros and the Mets. 


Whether NL refugee Johnny Keane can "get more" 


out of the Yanks than Yogi Berra did will be almost as 
intriguing to AL fans as the Braves situation injhe 
senior circuit. Having lost two straight ~ 
World Series, the Yanks aren't quite the 
terrors they used to be. I believe both Chi- 
cago and Baltimore will finish ahead of 
them this year. New York still has a solid 
starting lineup — anchored by Mickey 
Mantle, Elston Howard and Roger Maris 
— but its bench may not be what it once 
was and its pitching could be vulnerable 
especially if Whitey Ford can't pitch in

pitching depth — with the likes of Gary Peters, Juan

From Second Inaugural

"With malice toward none and with charity for 


all. . . ." 


These words are, perhaps, the most 
glorious 


words e\er spoken by an American statesman, em- 
bodying as they do the very core of man's best hope 
for peace and the essence of a way of life Ameri- 
cans have professed to seek many times before and 
since they were spoken. 


However, the impact of this happy combination of 


words can not be considered without its being over- 
shadowed by the irony with which events covered 
them. Within weeks after the words were spoken, 
their author fell a victim of a most malicious act. 


This repugnant answer to those glorious words 


spreads its shadow of irony even today. 


O 
r.~- hundred years ago next Wednesday the un- 


stable, handsome son of America's first great trage- 
dian sent a bullet into the brain of Abraham Lin- 
coln and made the bloody Civil War a mockery. A 
century ago Thursday, the Great Emancipator ex- 
pired and the grasping Secretary of the War ut- 
tered his ''And now he belongs to the ages." 


The consequences of John Wilkes Booth's para- 


noic gesture can clearly be traced from that mo- 
ment, and any historian playing his favorite "if" 
game needs to use very little guessing about what 
might have happened had Lincoln lived to "bind up

the nation's wounds; to care for him who shall have 
borne the battle, and for his widow, and his orphan 
—to do all which may achieve and cherish a just, 
and a lasting peace, among ourselves, and with all 
nations." 


Speech Supplies Clues 


Not only do the words of the Second Inaugural 


speech supply the clue to what might have been. 


Lincoln was well aware of the difficulties he 


faced in the task of reconstruction and well before 
Grant met Lee in McLean's farm house at Appoma- 
tox and Sherman startled Johnston with his terrify- 
ing telegram in North Carolina's swamps. Lincoln 
had laid the groundwork for his charitable, reason- 
able plans.

Remembrances of both the sad and the happy centennial occasions recalled

Infantry, from Oct. 1, 1861 to Sept. 30, 1964. It is owned by his great-grandson, 
Jay Joslyn, Menasha. The story of the knife, owned by James Auer, of Neenah, 
is told elsewhere in this issue of VIEW. 


After taking the oath of office. Lincoln kissed 


the Bible at verses of the Fifth Chapter of Isaiah 
proclaiming unflagging vigilance. Commenting on 
the mixed, often bitter reaction to his speech. Lin- 
coln said, "Men are not flattered by being shown 
that there has been a difference of purpose be- 
tween the Almighty and them." 


Lincoln never recognized the secession of the in- 


dividual states, claiming only that their current gov- 
ernments had stepped out of line. Consequently, 
he decreed that when a certain percentage of the 
electorate had formed a responsible government rec- 
ognizing its allegiance to the federal government, the 
state would be considered to have resumed func- 
tioning in the union. 


There had been no joy nor righteous wrath in 


Lincoln's unleashing "the lightning of His terrible, 
swift sword," and his reluctance in taking on the 
Crusader's shield made him an object of suspicion 
among the more vainglorious members of his party 
—including the bellicose secretary of war in his cabi- 
net. 


This party of bloody, stiff-necked avengers led by 


such as Edward Stanton and Thaddeus Stevens had 
its way when Booth's bullet had done its work. The 
path they took was so contrary to Lincoln's plan that 
the Emancipator's Reconstruction can be constructed 
from it. 


Heel of Victors 


These destroyers fought a war and they were 


victors eager to make the vanquished feel their heel. 
The states had to be reborn, stripped of their heri- 
tage of fraternity, occupied and made to crawl back 
to the family of Union states on terms dictated by 
the victors. 


This was the imperative leading directly from 


their philosophy and the keystone of that philosophy 
was abolition. While their home communities or- 
dained restrictive Black Codes out of fear, ignorance 
and prejudice, these aboolitionists settled indiscrimi- 
nate freedom on a people in which fear had been 
so great that it was willing to spill its best blood 
and devastate its wealth in an effort to prevent any 
change. 


Lincoln's way would have been slower, more 


discriminating — more just. ''With malice toward

'Sad Life, Cut Short Just as Its Triumph Came7

When word of Lincoln's assassination reached 


London, perhaps no Englishmen heard it with greater 
shock and remorse then Tom Taylor; for Taylor, in 
a sense, lured Lincoln to his death. He was the 
dramatist who had created "Our American Cousin," 
the play Lincoln had come to see at Ford's theater 
that tragic night. 


Caricaturist and lampoonist, Taylor had for sev- 


eral years made Lincoln the favorite target of his 
'•mocking pencil and smart pen for the self-compla- 
cent British sneer," although latterly, his pencil had 
been ••lamed." his pen "confuted'' by the growing 
grandeur of the martyred Emancipator. 


During the early days of the Civil War in Amer- 


ica, 
the British ruling classes were faithful to the 


saying that England sympathizes with everybody's 
rebels but her own. At that time President Lincoln's 
policy stressed preservation of the Union and soft- 
pedaled freedom for the staves. 


Sympathetic Cavalier 


The Southern Cavalier symbolized the oppressed 


minority, and the Northern Roundhead was the op- 
pressor 
Much of the press applauded the Confed- 


erate, some of it to the point of urging British in- 
tervention and recognition of the South. 


It was easv to make Abraham Lincoln the scape- 


goat Critics in this cnuntrv gave the British ample 
occasion for it Gen George McClellan. commander 
of the Union Armv. did not shame in private con- 


versation to call Lincoln ''the original gorilla" and 
a "shambling ape," and Edwin Stanton, before his 
appointment to the cabinet as secretary of war, al- 
luded to the President as a "low, cunning clown" 
and a "filthy story teller." 


London's Punch was disposed to be friendly to 


the North at the outset, but soon became disdain- 
ful of both sides. It expressed occasional praise for 
the South, but only contempt for the North. Lin- 
coln became its principal target. 


Emancipation 


After the Emancipation Proclamation Punch soft- 


ened its criticism and its sympathy again veered to- 
ward the North. Taylor, a member of its staff, was 
among the most prolific of its contributors. 


Somewhat ponderous in manner, he abandoned 


his work as professor of English at University Col- 
lege in London to become a barrister and a public 
official and simultaneously wrote more than 100 
plays, among the most successful of which was ''Our 
American Cousin." which was first staged in 1858. It 
was produced in New York City by Laura Keene, 
the leading actress at Ford Theater the night of the 
assassination. 


Taylor became editor of Punch in 1874 and held 


thai position until his death in 1880. 


His "Recantation." the heading under which it 


appears in "Source Rook of English History," by 
Elizabeth Kimball Kendall, was published in Punch 
May 6. 1865. less than a month after the assassi- 
nation. It follows:

State Bandsman's March to Sea 
Reflected in Treasured Knife

Much of the agony and triumph of the American 


Civil War is reflected in the scuffed but still lustrous 
blade of a silver fruit knife and nut pick that was 
carried 
by a Wisconsin Military bandsman who 


marched with Sherman "to the sea." 


The knife, now in possession of a Neenah col- 


lector, was formerly the property of George T. 
Spaulding, of Brodhead, who died in 1903. 
After 


Spaulding's death it was presented by the veteran's 
daughters, the Misses Lena and Caroline Spaulding, 
to the late Dr. Emma G. Jaeck, of Omro, eminent 
author and lecturer. 


Miss Jaeck. one of the first American women to 


be awarded the Ph.D. degree in comparative liter- 
ature, taught at the high school in Brodhead from 
1903 through 1905. She then won a national scholar- 
ship awarded by the A.A.U.W., and left the city for a 
period of study in Berlin. Germany. 


Newspaper Accounts 


An 1891 graduate of Neenah High School. Dr. 


Jaeck became acquainted with Spaulding's daughters 
when she boarded at Miss Lena's home during her 
second year at Brodhead. She was also a member of 
Miss Lena's Sunday school class at the Presbyterian 
church. 


Just before her death in 1932, at the age of 87, 


Dr. Jaeck set down in writing what she was able to 
recall about George Spaulding and his knife, based 
upon newspaper accounts and a letter sent to her by 
Miss Lena. 


"He enlisted July 2. 1861. as a musician in the 


Third Regiment, 
Wisconsin Infantry." wrote 
Dr. 


Jaeck. "He served under General Patterson at Har- 
pers Ferry and under General Banks at Shenandoah. 


"He was mustered out in 1862 when the Regi- 


mental Bands were discharged. Straightway he re- 
enlisted with the First Brigade Band. He went with 
Sherman to 'the sea.' With the band he took part in 
the grand review at Washington. The band was much 
at Sherman's headquarters, often seeing Grant and 
the other generals there and being called upon to 
play for them.'' 


The silver cornet owned by Spaulding was con- 


tributed by Miss Lena to the State Historical Society 


of Wisconsin, at Madison, along with a number of 
personal effects. 


When Miss Lena died Cept. 21. 1940, the Brod- 


head Independent recalled in her obituary: 


"Her father was a member of our Silver Cornet

Madcap Menaces Visit Marineland on TV Special April 18

HOLLYWOOD—Holidays are welcomed by store 


owners, by children who get out of school or get 
presents, or both, and by television networks who are 
thus afforded an opportunity for special programs. 


Thus Easter is a joyous occasion to the folk at 


Marineland outside Hollywood, and to CBS-TV as 
they contemplate their third annual Marineland Car- 
nival airing this Easter Sunday in the p.m. time slot 
usually occupied by "Lassie" and "My Favorite Mar- 
tian," on April 18. 


Normally, take away the kiddies' favorite dog and 


their equally favorite antennaed Uncle Martin and 
the CBS switchboards around the country make a 
mile-high Christmas tree look as if it had blown a 
fuse. 


But replace it with Marineland? The youngsters 


and their parents are content. This West Coast ocean- 
arium now rates as the No. 2 attraction in southern 
California, outranked only by Disneyland, whose 
operation it has copied and with which mutual co- 
operation is extended. 


Then, add The Munsters. who also have a warm 


spot in hearts of viewers on Thursday nights, along 
with the New Christy Minstrels visiting Marineland. 
and you have this year's Easter Sunday special. 


"It won't be a travelogue, along the lines of 'look 


at ihe dolphins' next trick,' says director Bob Leh- 
man. "We assume that many of our viewers have 
seen the dolphins' tricks on other shows. 


"Many Marineland visitors come back frequently 


just because they do want to see the dolphins doing 
their routines, but we want our Minute Maid-spon- 
sored special to be just that—rather special. 


"That's why we have the Munsters and the New 


Christy Minstrels, along with a couple of mermaids. 
And wild horses wouldn't drag the truth out of me. 
tha they're really champion swimmers and SCUBA 
divers. Forget I told it to you," he laughed. 


Working within the outlines of The Munsters' 


own show, Lehman and the producer Charles An- 
drews took full advantage of the $20.000 car they 
drive. 


"We had to book the car along with the actors," 


they recall. "It. too, makes personal appearances at 
auto shows all over the country." 


Viewers of the show and readers of television col- 


umns such as this are possibly aware that the car 
••was specially built for the series by a noted auto de- 
signer (George Barris) of North Hollywood. It has 
such goodies incorporated in it as a laboratory, a 
television, set and a French phone. 


It has been driven on-camera 40 miles per hour, 


but with its Cobra engine, workers on .the set esti- 
mate it could go up to 150. No one's really opened it 
up yet. even on the Hollywood freeways. And no one 
figures to, at this writing. 


Driving slowly, it attracts quite enough attention 


—and causes traffic jams. 


Traffic Hour 


Consider the behind-the-scenes episode with this 


Marineland special which won't be seen on the show. 


The Munsters—Fred Gwynne, Yvonne de Carlo, 


Al Lewis. Butch Patrick and Pat Priest—drove up 
for the start of the show. The time happened to be 
a rush traffic hour. 


Cars backed up for miles as those closest sought 


a good look at the car. The California Highway Pa- 
trol had to intervene and ask the production com- 
pany to move to another locale, otherwise a large 
proportion of southern Californians would have been 
very late for work. 


"Somehow in this makeup people know \\ho we 


are." says Al Lewis, who plays Grandpa Minister. 
"It's rather unmistakable." 


Oddly enough, Lewis and costar Fred Gwynne as 


Herman Minister are recognized out of makeup, too, 
despite the hours they spend getting done up for 
their macabre roles. 


"1 tell Fred he's starting to look more like Her- 


man Munster every day. And me? Well, someone 
once said when I smile my face folds in half, and 
NO amount of make-up's going to hide that," Lewis 
grins. 


"It's a little discouraging, all that time getting 


into a disguise every morning and people still know 
me when I walk clown the street!" 


And so it was inside Marineland when The Mun- 


sters arrived. The tourists looked and laughed: some 
got autographs. One large group of teen-age boys 
just gawked. 


They didn't know who the visitors were, because 


they too were visitors—the Vienna Boys' Choir, in 
Los Angeles for a series of concerts. They almost 
started believing in daytime ghosts. 


Introductions were accomplished. And now the 


Vienna Roys' Choir doesn't believe in ghosts—day- 
time or otherwise. 


Other Stars 


Octopi in their wildest dreams couldn't envision The Munsters underwater, but there they are: Yvonne de Carlo, 


Fred Gwynne, Al Lewis and Buich Patrick—in the Marinvland and special airing Easter Sunday, April 18, over 
the CBS-TV network. 


As for the other stars of Marineland Carnival, 


the dolphins and whales, they, too, reacted to the 
strange-looking visitors. 


Scientists are certain that dolphins can talk, and 


arc currently studying their language, but no one 
has as yet learned just how much they can see or if 
they can interpret what they see. 


For scientific readers, however, Flipper, the bot- 


tlenose dolphin, got a look at The Munsters. popped 
out of the water and onto the deck, apparently to 
make sure her eyes weren't deceiving her.

Sift three tablespoons sugar and add very 
slowly to whipped egg whites, beating constantly. 
Add small quantity of cooked syrup to egg and sugar 
mixture: continue beating. Continue adding syrup 
io egg and sugar mixture in four or five portions. 
The last addition should have reached the thread 


stage, if timing is right. Beat constantly with each 
addition. 


Place mixture over hot water—but not in it— 


and, when water begins to boil add icing powder. This 
is baking powder and tartaric acid in equal parts to 
make one-fourth teaspoonful for this recipe. 


Keep Covered 


Continue beating until icing holds a point and 


sticks to sides and bottom of bowl or pan. At this 
point, remove from heat. Cover with waxed paper 
until ready to use in pastry bag or with decorator 
kit. For frosting of different hues, divide icing into 
separate bowls and tint. Be sure to keep icing tightly 
covered when not in use. A teaspoon of hot water 
added to a portion of the icing will make it the 
right consistency for spreading, if desired. The icing 
should be beaten before spreading on cakes. Allow 
to harden to a glaze before applying decorations. 


If separate decorations are made, the Quick Icing

died at his hospital March 28 at 
age 68, said in his will that he' 
prayed work there would go on.' 


Pansy Po, dean of the 'nurses' 


training center, expressed the 
sentiments of the staff when she 
said: "He built 
this hospital 


with his bare hands and devoted 
his whole life's serhice to my 
people. We loved him too much 
to quit now." 


Slim Chance 


Despite this dogged spirit, the 


chances of keeping the hospital 
going are slim. Finances are a 
problem, and revolutionary gov- 
ernment, driving toward great- 
er 'nationalization of the coun- 
try's resources, 'may decide to 
take over the hospital. 


Two missionary hospitals and 


the Red Cross society have been 
taken over in the past year. The 
decision to stay 
out 
of 
Na- 


mhkam probably was a token of 
appreciation for Seagrabe's life- 
time of devoted service in the 
norther wilderness. 


Seagrave's colleague, l)r Jo- 


seph Newhall, says the hospital 
is "short on funds, and long on 
its need f'r doctors and medi- 
cines." 


Drug Tax 


"We are using medicines do- 


nated five years ago. Drugs do- 
nated by the American people 
were previously brought in free 
of duty, but are now subject to 
tax." he said. 


Recently, a shipment of $75,- 


000 worth of urgently needed 
drugs was diverted to other 
countries because the hospital 
could not pay taxes on the ship-i 
ment.

Civil War Issues Mediocre, 
Neglect Irony of Conflict

At last the shooting is over. With the April 9 release of the Appomattox 


commemorative, the Civil War Centennial ends on a note of "With Malice 
Toward None . . ." and the guns are at rest (illustration). 


All through the centennial series of special issues, which began in 1961 


\\ith the Ft. Sumter stamp, the designs have featured guns and men in com- 
bat. A rejected design for the Gettysburg issue, in 1963, struck a more appro- 
priate note—an empty battlefield, with the inert remnants of war strewn 
across the sccno and a soldier's cap in the foreground. The design won a great 
deal of popular acclaim from those who saw it. 


The "experts" chose a more belligerent kind of artwork—the Gray and the 


Blue thrusting at each other with bayonets. 


And the next stamp, number four in the series, featured blazing cannon to 


portray the Battle of the Wilderness. That was last year. It was a fair design, 
done in attractive colors. But after three shooting stamps, the basic theme was 
worn more than thin. 


Out of such an opportunity as the centennial of the Civil War years could 


have, and should have, come some inspired understanding. As far as the U. S. 
postage stamps keyed to the historical theme were concerned, the opportunity 
was practically by-passed. The 1962 Shiloh issue definitely demonstrated imag- 
ination in its design, it gets some help from the newest and last in the Civil 
War series. So maybe two out of five is an acceptable percentage. 


There are many knowledgeable Americans who would be less charitable, 


considerably more caustic. Linn's Weekly Stamp News, for many stamp col- 
lectors THE philatelic publication, has the right idea with its annual stamp 
design derby. The poll results demonstrate that a majority of collectors have 
good taste and sensitivity to good stamp design. The problem is. they have to 
vote on what's already been issued. 


The Civil War issues, taken cumulatively, can only prompt discerning 


Americans to hope that by the time the bi-centennial years for (the American 
Revolution roll around) there will have been some basic improvement in the 
system of who decides what stamp designs shall be used. 


Would someone care to make a list of how many of our postage releases 


in the last 10 years were something less than befits the Americans reputation 
of leadership in the WOT Id?

The procession was called by the press ''the 


most impressive one seen in Appleton." The column

The special service held in the chapel included

One hundred years ago. there was great jubilation 


in the North as news of victory at Richmond, Shen- 
andoah Valley.

There was the ex-shoemaker who became Grizzly 


Adams, who tamed bears and other fierce creatures, 
creating the first natural history zoo in the West. 


There was Snowshoe Thompson, a self-sacrificing 


man who lugged the mail every winter to cabins in 
the High Sierras, and incidentally started an early in- 
terest in skiing And John Phillips, the brave little guy 
who carried a rescue message "236 miles to Fort Lara- 
mie," by riding the colonel's best horse right through 
the whole Sioux tribe. 


Then there was Bear River Tom Smith, the cool 


man who calmed wild Texas cowboys in the shipping 
point at Abilene with his fists, and got them to check 
their shootin' irons with the bartender. And McGilli- 
cuddy. the stubbornly honest Indian agent; Gardiner, 
the eastern blueblood who became a devoted frontier 
doctor; and Wash-a-kie, the old Indian chief who al- 
ways kept the treaties with the whites. 


Some of the passages in this book are quaintly 


florid, but don't let that bother you. Others are quite 
graphic.

Racial Problems in Moving Story 


In Seaich nf Bisco By Erskine Caldwell. Farrar,

Laldvvell's book is a remarkable interpretation of 


the racial problems of the Deep South, in the per- 
spective of history, geography and economics, but 
with all the impact of vividly personal case histories. 


The well-known novelist leaves no doubt as to 


wbeie his sympathies lie. He etches the harsh effects 
oi segregation in some of their cruelest aspects. 
But he also transmits to the reader an understand- 
able pattern of the whites' apprehensions and wor- 
ries. 


Nominally this is a story of Caldwell's trip 


tlnough the South to find some trace of a mulatto 
n:,mc(l Bisco, who had been his playmate when both 
of them were very small children. But actually it is 
a iccord of how this author, Georgia-born and raised 
m various parts of the South, now sees "the Racial 
Sixties" with a visitor's eye. Many a Southerner will 
bridle at what he has to say. 


He has distilled his reportage into a series of 


monologues by whites and N'egroes, a set of com- 


posite figures who narrate widely different view- 
points. This technique heightens his presentation. 


Race Supremacist 


Among the whites are a fanatical race suprema- 


cist, a real estate dealer and civic leader, a poverty- 
pinched crossroads storekeeper, a Northern woman 
facing social ostracism, a retired Georgia farmer. 
The Negroes include a South Carolina truck driver 
who is unable to get a job, a high school senior in 
Little Rock, an old crone in Georgia, a history pro- 
fessor in Atlanta, a relic from the cotton plantations. 


Some readers, at least, will find new insights into 


the cotton, tobacco, rice and factory economics of 
the South, and into the Negro worlds of Gullahs, 
Geeches, Guineas and Gumboes. 


What Caldwell has done is to dramatize a social 


dilemma. By giving first-person urgency to the whole 
complex problem, he has created a series of stark, 
eloquent statements. Much has been written on this 
broad subject; this is a strong, personal, moving re- 
port from a skilled observer.

After a period of neglect, \\hen indoor gardeners 


were preoccupied with large-lea\ed philodendrons, 
palms are once more coming into their own. One 
of the nicest palms for indoor growing is the Manila 
Palm (Veitchia merrillii), which has a

smooth trunk and arching glossy green fionds This 
is a slow-growing, dwarf type, so it will remain a 
convenient size for indoor use for main years 


While browsing through some of our local flor- 


ists' shops recently. I noted that they had a nice 
assortment of small -parlor" palms, although last 
year they had almost none.

i The Manila Palm 


is an excellent house plant, enjoying warmth and a 
shaded spot. It needs enough water to keep the soil 
quite wet, and appreciates fairlv high humidity al- 
though this is not a requirement for satisfactory 
growth. Almost any good soil suits it. but I have 
found the best mixture to be garden soil mixed 
with equal parts of sharp sand and peatmoss' or 
leafmold, as this holds moisture well yet drains ex- 
cess water freely, and it furnishes enough food for 
good growth 


Supplemental Feelings 


Pvepot you palm whenever the roots begin to fill 


the pot Don't wait until the pot is full of them be- 
fore repotting, as being rootbound will check the 
plant's growth Once the plant is established in the 
largest pot-size you find comenient, give very weak 
supplemental feedings once a month

f i o u t of a picture window that extends fwm floor to 


ceiling. I have mine o/> a table in front of a similar 
w'mdou- with the same exposure. The plants are the 
same kinds and we give them the same care, yet 
hets are much nicer than mine. Why? 


A. If the plants do actually get identical care, 


then I guess that hers do better because they are 
slightly cooler on the floor than yours are on a table. 
The air circulation may also be better at the base 
of the window than half-way up it. 


Q. My regular geraniums bloom almost all the 


time but the Martha \\'ashingtons only bloom once in 
a while. Why don't they bloom like the others? 


A. Primarily because they are seasonal bloomers, 


coming into flower only once a year.

Q. I used to cut off all the not-so-attractive leaves 


on my Bird-of-paradise, then I decided to leave it 
alone. Since then, it has grown very well, and it fi- 
nally coming into floicer. However, there are now 
three separate plants in the pot, and I want to divide 
them. Can I do it now? 


A. Wait until the flower fades. Then you can 


separate the plants without fear of losing the bloom.

been the warp and woof on which the fabric of the 
union would be remade. 


Hut the most important part of Lincoln's plan was 


the provision that the devastated areas would have 
been protected from exploitation. As early as the 
second year of the war. Lincoln circularized his gen- 
erals for their ideas for reconstruction. The major 
piinl made by Gen William T. Sherman was that 
profiteers be barred from regained territories and 
their activities circumscribed as much as possible 
thereafter Lincoln agreed wholeheartedly 


Booth did the South no favor when he destroyed 


ihat plan for Reconstruction, and looking back over 
the century the enormity of his crime grows with 
every beating, every insult to law and order. 


With Stanton and company in command, exploita- 


tion became the order of the day. The radical aboli- 
linmsts soon reverted to promoters with capital to 
nucst. and the South represented unlimited oppor- 
tunities The devastators became builders and moved 
into the void. So disgusted was Gen. Sherman with 
the rampant scavengers that he moved Army head- 
quarters to Chicago away from Washington 


Opportunity, of course, is only a part of the right 


atmosphere for investment Growth is incompatible 
with unrest. It needs quiet and control and the 
South was as barren of those qualities as it was of 
capital. 


Deals were in order and deals were made The 


investors needed quiet and they were happy to be 


convinced that this only could be achieved by the 
old ruling class The vanquished soon learned it had 
bargaining weight. 


The reformed abolitionists used their political 


control—they even threw their bloody shirts over a 
suspect presidential election—and the Civil War was 
as though it had never happened. 


The fact that the traditional way of life was now 


against the law of the land was a simple obstacle to 
overcome—just ignore it and act as though it never 
existed The reformed abolitionists protected their 
investments by doing the same thing and soon an- 
other extra-legal law layered over the principles of 
the War; it took 100 years to uncover them again. 


Perhaps the greatest irony of the story was that 


Booth was the key figure in creating the unprin- 
cipled cabal between the men for whom he had homi- 
cidal hatred and the society he thought he was 
avenging and for which those men had pledged total 
destruction.

If such a dog does gel loose, almost always, all 


else is dropped until he is tracked down and re- 
covered. The owners are even more thankful to get 
him home than you are to have him there. 


Of course, there can be no doubt on the score 


that everyone must have the right to enjoy his own 
individual hobby with a minimum of irritating inter- 
ference from others, and with a minimum of irri- 
tation to others. If yards, growing gardens, shrubs 
and children are some person's hobby, then you, 
with your dog owning or breeding hobby must see 
to it that your hobby is as pleasant to your neigh- 
bor as is his to you. 


What has been, and continues to be most unfair 


is that most of this dog damage complained of stems 
from dogs owned by the uncaring in the cities and 
those in rural areas. A high percentage of such are 
never licensed and run loose much of the time. 
They are more or less adequately and housed by 
these persons who "just have a dog." but little or 
no thought is given to their training or control. 


From the irritation and damage caused by such 


animals comes much anger and high emotions—al- 
most always landing on the head of the meticulous 
owner, who accompanies his dog when out or is 
present with him around the place. 


It is from this point on that so much of the 


blame for the present adverse conditions rest at the 
door of these careful owners. They have made little 
or no effort to unify and voice organized protest to 
the many past and future ordinances detrimental to 
themselves and to the dogs. 


Public vehicles, public parks, public beaches, pub- 


lic stores—all are forbidden to the dog owner. On 
all of these the dog owner is paying high taxes— 
and receiving almost nothing for his money. 


At all times the dog haters have been loudly 


vocal and united. The dog owners, on the other hand, 
lament piteously among themselves but do nothing. 
The dog tax itself, which should certainly go into 
channels beneficial to the dogs' welfare, either goes 
into police retirement or insurance funds or is used 
to pay stock and other damage costs of the very per- 
sons who are largely responsible for the whole un- 
happy situation—and who contribute absolutely noth- 
ing to the dog's welfare and advancement!

His sad. unchanging face might have been worth 


a fortune in a poker game, but Buster Keaton's favor- 
ite card game for many years has been contract 
bridge He learned to play some 30 years ago out of 
sheer annoyance, but has loved the game ever since. 


While traveling from Hollywood to New York 


Keaton was left out of a card game that Joe Schenk 
organized in the club car. "I had never heard of 
bridge." Keaten admitted, "and I was annoyed at be- 
ing a wallflower." 


Keaton spent all of his spare time in New York 


On the return trip, a few weeks 
later, he took a seat in the bridge game, much to 
Schenk's annoyance.

As a matter of 
principle he refused to play for high stakes, but kib- 
itzers rushed to take whatever was left open when 
he played in a steep game. P. Hal Sims, then reign- 
ing monarch of bridge, had a standing side bet on 
Keaton, but the real tribute came from Louis B. May- 
er then the monarch of moviedom. Keaton cut into 
a 'high-stake game at Hillcrest Country Club, and 
Mayer promptly announced: "You're too good. Bus- 
ter! I'm cutting this game down to one cent.

-That was a beautiful play. Buster." I remarked 


as the comedian scored game and rubber. "If you led 
one of the low hearts my partner could win and re- 
turn a trump, and then you'd go down. Your play 
guaranteed the contract against any defense." 


-It was nothing." Keaton demurred, as deadpan 


as ever. "After all. the lead was lucky." 


I nodded ruefully. I could have defeated the con- 


tract by making the proper opening lead. It's not an 
easy lead to make from the West hand, and I was a 
bit "surprised that Keaton had spotted it so quickly.

eis when I tell that the sparrow-sized, rosy-colored 
bird at their feeders is a purple finch. From the calls 
and letters I've had this bird has been common at 
feeders during the winter months in most of this 


area. 


The somewhat ruffled crown of this bird is rose- 


purple, but the other parts of its plumage are rose- 
color or pink. The wings are brownish with a wash 01 
pink, and the tail is gray-brown. It was John Bur- 
loughs who once described this bird as resembling a 
sparrow which had been dipped several times in 
raspberry juice. "One or two more dippings.'^ he said, 
"and the reddish would have been complete." 


(To make sure I quoted Burroughs correctly, I 


looked this up. He said "pokeberry" instead of rasp- 
berry, and "purple" instead of reddish, but my ver- 
sion will be more fitting in this area, where poke- 
perry doesn't grow.)

few feet up to 60 feet up. As with most finch and 
sparrows, the eggs are blue, spotted at the larger 
end with brown.

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Circle Tour 
South's Historic Sites 
Lure Northern Motorists 


BY EDWARD COLLIER 


APPOMATTOX COURT HOUSE, Va.—Here 100 years ago the whole course 


of our country's history was changed—and a new chapter written that was to 
weld the United States into a unified nation, leading to its destiny as a world 
power. 


Today the reconstructed 19th Century village of Appomattox Court House 


drowses in the soft Virginia springtime of dogwood and redbud blossoms. It is 
alive only to visitors who come to envision the historic scene of a century ago 
when Confederate Gen. Robert E. Lee and the Army of Northern Virginia came 
to surrender to the Union Gen. Ulysses S. Grant, assuring the end of a tragic 
Civil War. 


Climax to the nation's four-year Civil War Centennial came here Friday in 


a commemoration ceremony. Bruce Catton. the noted Civil War historian, was 
the main speaker; music was furnished by the U. S. Marine Corps Band from 
Quantico Va and the presentation of colors made by cadets from Virginia 
Military Institute. Gen. U. S. Grant III and Robert E. Lee IV cut the ribbon 
dedicating the restored Court House. 


On that day the last of five Civil War Centennial series stamps were issued 


at Appomattox; the five cent stamp shows a soldier and stacked rifles silhouet- 
ted against a blue and gray background. (See stamp column in today's issue 
of VIEW.) 


Steep stairs lead up to the white portico entrance of the recently recon- 


structed red brick Court House which is to be the new National Park Service 
Visitor Center. Until now the Center has been confined to the old Clover Hill 
Tavern, built in 1819 as a stagestop. 


Historic House 


Focus of attention is on the historic McLean House, a handsome two-story 


red brick edifice trimmed in white and with a long front veranda and second- 
floor porch. 


The parlor of Wilmer McLean's house, where the fateful meeting between 


Lee and Grant was held on a Palm Sunday afternoon, has been faithfully repro- 
duced from paintings and written accounts, including the two tables where the 
opposing generals sat. 


A visit to this reconstructed 1865 village should be the climax of your tour 


around this sector of Virginia's historyland Whether you drive in from north 
or south, the place to begin is at the hub city of Richmond. 


Our first planned stoo in Richmond was at the blue circular-domed Civil 


War Centennial Center. Here history comes alive with movies, electric maps, 
and three dimensional dioramas that span the entire war action in the state 
within whose borders some 60 per cent of all military engagements took place. 


High on the list of Civil War '-follow-up" attractions in Richmond is the 


White House of the Confederacy, which was occupied by Jefferson Daus during 
his four years as president of the seceded states Now preserved as the Con- 
federate Museum, the pillared, three-story white mansion is a treasure trove 
of military history including such prizes as the sword and immaculate uniform 
worn by Gen. Lee at the Appomattox surrender, the plumed hat of Gen. J. E. B. 
Stuart, President Davis' pistol, battle flags, faded and worn uniforms pierced 
by more moth than bullet holes, original furniture and bric-a-brac used by the 
Davis family. 


Medical Mementos 


Across the street is the recently opened Confederate Medical Exhibit with 


well-planned dioramas. displa>s of photos, relatively primitive surgical instru- 
ments, and model of the 80,000-patient hospital that cared for the wounded. 
Most intriguing is Nina, a large and innocent-looking doll in whose china head 
badly needed drugs were smuggled through Union lines 


Another new Confederate shrine is a restored and refurbished 1844 three- 


story square brick structure known as the Robert E. Lee House. In 1864 Mrs. 
Lee and her daughters came here as renters. The high-ceilinged parlors and 
bedrooms seem ghostly—perhaps because you cannot forget that it was here 
that the defeated Confederate leader returned from Appomattox in April of 
1865. 


Nearby is 1345 St Paul's Church (Episcopal:, an imposing gray structure in 


Greek Revival style, distinguished by magnificent stained glass windows and 
historic pews where Gen. Lee, President Davis, and leaders of the Confederacy 
worshipped. Old gas lamps adorn the churchyard fence. 


Other '"rustles" of a century ago can be heard in Battle Abbey, a gallery 


featuring the "four seasons" of the Confederacy with murals, paintings, and 
such mementos as tattared flags, uniforms, and muskets. 


Beautiful Richmond 


But Richmond the beautiful has much more to offer than its Civil War 


memories. Here is a modern city that not only has preserved graceful old estates 
(many of them on display during the annual Historic Garden Week—statewide 
April 24-May 11, but created such contemporary beauty spots as Maymont Park 
with its waterfal's. Children's Farm, and Japanese and Italian Gardens. 


Misty figures dating back to Colonial and Revolutionary times are an in- 


tegral part of Richmond's history and heritage. Prized symbol of this era is

in the capitol rotunda, is the only remaining statue by George Washington 
created from life and to his exact 6 foot, 2 inch measurements by the noted 
French sculptor. Jean Houdon Marble busts of the state's other seven sons 
who became I". S. Presidents, from Jefferson to Wilson, are placed around the 
walls.

Lee's subsequent surrender. There is a self-guiding tour of the fort which en-: 
ables you to walk through the defenses, earthworks, moats, bombproofs, and 
gun positions lust as the soldiers left them. 


Continuing south, the pleasant Virginia countryside is dotted with groves,

Basic Question on Higher Education 


In all the discussion about the state's 


crisis in higher education there is one flat 
statement which * number of persons 
including Governor Knowles have avoided 
making. But they have hinted at it and 
skipped around it and suggested it to the 
point where it is becoming obvious what 
they really mean. 


That statement is that Wisconsin is not 


going to be able to afford to accept into its 
four-year public universities all the high 
school 
graduates who want to attend 


college. 


Making such a statement carries great 


political liabilities, which is why no public 
figure of any stature has made it. But 
Governor Knowles has suggested so many 
alternatives for these students that he 
must believe this is the truth. 


At present about half of the state's 


high school graduates go on to some form 
of 
higher 
education. 
Even 
if 
this 


percentage does not increase, the war baby 
bulge now beginning to reach college age 
will double the enrollments in all of the 
state's institutions of higher learning in 
the next 10 years. Educators cringe at the 
thought 
that 
more 
than half 
of 
the 


graduates might wish to enter college in 
future years. 


In an address at Oshkosh last week, 


Gov. Knowles came very close to making 
the unpopular statement. He stressed again 
the need for technical and vocational 
training for those graduates who do not 
enter college. And he 
said, 
"Greater 


emphasis should be put on pilot projects 
and guidance for those who do not desire 
liberal arts education or who do not have 
the ability, or the money to go on to 
school. 


"I am trying to beef up our vocational 


system." he continued. "This is one way 
we can relieve the liberal arts colleges and 
provide the training for the middle type 
Broffiers' Keeoers 


The nation was shocked a year ago 


xfhen a young woman was repeatedly 
stabbed and finally killed in New York. 
Although some thirty people heard her 
streams for help 
none went 
to her 


assistance or even called the police until 
some time after she was dead and the 
assailant had fled. 


There have been numerous other cases 


cited indicating the fear of becoming 
involved and a lack of personal responsibil- 
ity for the problems of someone else. And 
on the other hand we have right wing 
organizations stockpiling weapons against 
the day when they think they must protect 
themselves against invasion or homegrown 
insurrection. How can we find a middle 
ground for individual responsibility while 
still not going off into the pitfalls of 
rugged individualism that brooks no trust 
or cooperation with others? 


" There are 
several reasons 
for

problems. In the first place, life in the 
impersonality of the large city often serves 
to increase this very impersonality. Some 
liberals have cheered at city life for this 
very reason as it appeared to be an escape 
from the so-called small town mentality 
where everyone knew everyone else and 
his secrets, and sins as well. But while the 
nosiness of the 
small 
town may 
be 


annoying, it also provides an amount of 
protection quite lacking in the large city. 
A critic of apartment building plans in the 
cities a few years ago described how the 
emphasis upon privacy actually plays into 
the hands of the would-be assailant. 


In New York and some other large 


eastern cities, this lack of personal concern 
over the affairs of others is leading to a 
near chaotic situation. Governor Wallace of 
Alabama was probably quite right in 
saying that a citizen is safer on his 
highways than on a New York subway. 


education." He suggested i fifth year of 
high school as another means of reducing 
the pressure on the universities. 


Should Wisconsin abandon its tradition 


of accepting any high school graduate in 
its universities, the question immediately 
follows of what standards will be used for 
the selective process. Will each university 
be 
assigned 
a 
maximum 
limit 
on 


enrollment? Will each institution 
then 


introduce its own selection process? Will 
the standards for admission be the same at 
state universities as it is at the University 
of Wisconsin? Or will a higher authority 
like 
the 
Coordinating 
Committee 
for 


Higher Education set the standards? 


It is undoubtedly true that 
some 


students are now being admitted to public 
universities in the state who do not belong 
there because of mental capacity or lack of 
determination or effort. But who is going 
to decide that this student is admitted and 
another rejected? And will the system 
allow for the "late bloomer." the student 
who does not mature in high school but 
finds himself in college? 


These 
are 
difficult 
and 
involved 


questions. But maybe it is time the state 
faces up to the basic question. It may well 
be that our economy has not grown 
sufficiently to offer higher education to 
the present 
enrollment 
bulge 
without 


punishing lax levies. 


If this is true, the time is now when we 


should be formulating a new state policy 
on selective admissions and then providing 
sufficient alternative educational opportu- 
nities to those high school graduates who 
cannot go to college. 


If this is what Governor Knowles really 


means he should come out forthrightly and 
say so. That will put the basic policy 
decision up to the people by introducing it 
to the state political arena. And that is the 
way it should be decided, by the taxpayers 
who pay the bill. 


Felonies on these subways have risen 41

numbers. The "respectable" citizens wants 
to rely upon official authority to deal with 
crime and there simply isn't enough of it 
to go around. 


There is a paradox. As the individual 


gives 
up 
more 
and 
more 
of 
his 


responsibilities to the group—even the 
vague 
or 
faceless group of 
officially 


constituted authority—it seems that he 
loses the protection of the group, the 
cohesion with others which he. as an 
individual, seemed to possess before. And 
as he denies his responsibilities as an 
individual to others, he becomes nothing 
more than 
a nameless, faceless glob 


himself. 


We are not in sympathy with the 


organizations building up arsenals to use in 
case the United Slates military forces are 
defeated or betrayed. 
But theirs is a 


reaction to the refusal of so many to 
accept anything in the way of responsibil- 
ity for their communities, their nation or 
even Iheir homes. 


The President on Viet Nam 


President Johnson's speech at Johns 


Hopkins University was obviously aimed at 
the growing criticism, not so much at our 
Involvement in the Vietnamese war, but at 
flie lack of enunciation of our policies 
and reasons for being there. Courtesy 
prevented the President from dwelling too 
long on the reasons since it was during the 
administrations of two other Presidents 
that we drifted inlo the conflict. But he 
did carefully blend our determination not 
to lose with an eternal willingness to 
negotiate. 


v Various critics 
of 
our 
Vietnamese 


Involvement have suggested withdrawal, at 
least of our land forces, on the grounds 
that it is impossible for us to win a land 
war in Asia. This has never really been 
established—we 
have 
won 
land 
wars 


against a variety of enemies when we did 
not appear to have numerical strength 
because of our vast resources. This is 
Certainly true today as the 
President 


Jointed out. However, it is also true that, 
with the exception of few war hawks, the 
American people are 
not anxious to 


become involved in such a war. Our hope 
at present is that the threat of a long and 
crushing war is almost as distasteful to the 
North Vietnamese, the Red Chinese and 
the Russians as it is to us. 
.. The President's speech was i good one. 
This war is being waged under difficult 
circumstances entirely aside from the 
terrain of Viet Nam and the difficulty of 
Knowing the enemies from the friends. Th« 
chaotic "neutralization" of Laos which w« 
foolishly abetted, the hysteria and inability 


of the South Vietnamese to reach any 
agreement on their own leadership, the 
lack 
of 
integrity 
of 
the 
American 


government in what it has told us for at 
least the last two years—all these have 
confused the American public and clouded 
our aims in Southeast asia. The President 
attempted to gloss over some of the hard 
horrors of the war and emphasized our 
interest in sending everything from wheat 
to penicillin to help practically anyone of 
good will in Asia. And he invited the 
Soviet Union and other well-to-do nations 
to do Ihe same. Part of his speech was an 
obvious warning to the Hanoi po\ernment 
that their alleged friends may well be 
more dangerous to them than the Ameri- 
can enemy. 


If the bombings of North Viet Nam 


have been tough enough and our resistance 
and 
determination impressive enough, 


there may be stepped up efforts behind 
the scenes to negotiate a settlement But 
the President warned that "the appetite of 
aggression is never satisfied." We cannot 
settle for the type of neutrality there is in 
Lao? although some progress seems to have 
been made there in recent weeks And for 
whatever reason we first sent troops to 
Saigon, we are fighting there now "be- 
cause we must." 


We are in a war in Viet Nam—a 


limited war thus far but a real one in 
which four hundred Americans have died. 
"We will not be defeated," the President 
said. But then he carefully expressed our 
willingness 
for 
"unconditional 
discus- 


sions." The moves toward those discussions 
must come from Hanoi.

This firm stand has been 


taken by the administration,

Perhaps this warning will

abides by the commitments of 
a good neighbor.

Medical Society Asks 
Yours Truly to Speak; 
I Did Rather Bluntly

The State Medical Society offered me an opportunity 


this week for which I have been waiting some time. They 
asked me to appear on a conference program on Health 


Fads and Fallacies to discuss the -'various 
quacks and cure-alls which prey on arth- 
ritis sufferers. 


I have some rather distinct ideas on the 


subject, and I had wanted for some time to 
tell them to the medical profession. 
I 


firmly believe that one of the major rea- 
sons arthritis victims turn to phoney treat- 
ments and cures is that they are not getting

the right answers from their physicians. I 


said so at the conference Thursday and surprisingly I 
found my remarks seconded by doctors who were present 
and other lay people who are knowledgeable in this field.

I used my own case to make my point. I told how, 


when I started having trouble with a sore knee. I was 
told I must have pulled a muscle and it would go away. 
A year or so later when I was having difficulty walking 
my case was definitely diagnosed as arthritis. Rut when 
I asked what could be done about it the doctor replied: 
"Nothing, learn to live with it." 


It was during this period I started reading several 


popular books on arthritis. The aulhor of one of them 
made §2 millions by advising people not to drink liquids 
with their meals and lake cod liver oil mixed with orange 
juice before retiring. Another, this one writlen by a 
physician, advised several doses a day of honey mixed 
with apple cider vinegar. 


When I was having great difficulty getting around, 


another physician prescribed cortisone taken orally. This 
definitely reduced the pain, bul after aboul a year the 
doctor became concerned with side effects and switched 
me TO butasalydin. 


Then I finally found an orthopedic surgeon who 


talked sense. He told me he could not cure my arthritis, 
but he could teach me how to manage it so that I could 
continue working. Rut the first thing he told me was to 
cut out al! drugs. "You have been killing the pain that 
was trying to tell you that you were doing something 
wrong" In the meantime I had worn out mosl of Ihe 
cartilage in my hip ioinls. 


The treatment was relatively simple and practical. I 


weiched about 205 pounds al the time. He ordered me 
to reduce to 165. That would take 40 pounds weight off 
my legs. He told me I would have lo use arm crulches 
for walking, again lo reduce the weight load. And he 
started me on a program of exercises designed to keep 
thp affected joints mobile and to build up the muscles in 
m\ legs and back. 


The result Is today that I am practic?lly free from 


discomfort. I don't even take any aspirin for pain. I get 
around pretty good and I work every day. Rut most im- 
portant I have undergone a complete psychological ad- 
lustment. I know exactly w h a t is wrong, and \ know what 
to do about it. I know that other relief is available if the 
condition gets worse in the form of prosthetic devices. 
I am independent 
And I have hope. 


That's why 1 don't try any more phoney formula? or 


read any more books promising magical cures. And I 
have accepted an office in the Arthritis Foundation to try 
and tell other arthritis victims Ihis story. 


Incidentally, the Outagamie County Medical Society 


has endorsed a program of education on arthritis which 
is now in the planning stages. And fittingly. Ihe educa- 
tional program is going to start with the professional and 
paramedical people themselves, physicians, therapists, 
nurses, etc. 


It is natural thai a busy physician may lose patience 


with a victim of chronic illness likp arthritis. HP knows 
hp can't effect a cure. He knows that any trealment he 
prescribes will not prove enlirely satisfactory. 


But with the rapid strides that have been made in 


recent years in physical therapy there are answers a 
phvsician can givp an arthritic. 
The patient's mental 


attitude can be changed. He can be taught how to fight 
arthritis, rather than giving in to it. He can be given 
hope for the future. 


And this is the most effective way to ruin the busi- 


ness oi quack-peddlers.

Because different men use 


the influence of the office in 
different ways, the presidency 
is a fluid, ever-changing insti- 
tution.

Red Trade 


A. I think on the whole the 


policy we have had of restric- 
ting the supply of strategic 
goods to Communist nations 
has been a wise one. I think 
difficulties have cropped up 
from time to time and these 
have to be taken into consid- 
eration as we approach the 
renewal of the export control 
law, which expires in June. 
We have a request in Con- 
gress for its continuance. The 
whole question of East-West 
trade is going to be under 
consideration by a presiden- 
tial commission which is now 
becoming active.

A. It has been the experi- 


ence of American firms that 
although you can export com-

United States, you can do a 
better business in the Euro- 
pean nations if you have a 
subsidiary base there with its 
own sales force and which is 
contributing to the economy of 
that country. 


If your business operations 


are successful and there is a 
continuing demand for your 
products in those 
markets, 


then the natural thing to do is 
to expand your operations. 


Q. You have been through 


this 
conflict-of-interest 
mill. 


Where your own special inter- 
ests are concerned, how do 
you divorce yourself from the 
decision-making process? 


A. You can divorce yourself 


very easily. My first act when 
I became secretary 
was to

Treaty Change 


The opening for this scheme 


came in the Treaty of 1848 by 
which the Menomonee were giv- 
en not less than 600.000 acres 
for a reservation in Minnesota. 
The land proved to be unsatis- 
factory to the Menomonee and 
they exchanged the Minnesota 
land for title to 12 townships in 
Wisconsin where they were — 
and are—located.
